Six memb ers of the house of re ­ 
presentatives who lead the agitation 
for a special session to remove the 
governor for his statewide martial 
law declaration and alleged ab use 
of his office went on record as favor- 
i ing ab olition of the mask, and urged 
unreserved efforts to curb mob vio­ 
lence in the state. 
The governor in a proclamation 
ordered fiery crosses which had b een 
erected in many cities since martial 
law was declared Sunday removed 
immediately. 
They are “ pagan em ­ 
b lems of fear, hatred and reb ellion.” 
the governor said. 
Memb ers of the legislature who 
are agitatin g for a special session to 
s t a r t 
impeachm ent 
proceedings 
against the ex ecutive issued the call 
for the meeting. 
The call was sign­ 
ed b y 4 5 memb ers of the lower house, 
nine less tha n a quorum. 
In the 
document the governor is accused of 
“ estab lishing an ab solute 
tyran n y 
and despotism over 
this 
com m on­ 
w ealth.” 
Editors of daily newspapers of the 
state met in Tulsa yesterday and is­ 
sued an address to the people of the 
United States in which they declared 
the governor’s fight wus toot on the 
Ku Klux Klan b ut he was merely 
using that as a cloak for carrying out 
political purposes.

clared that the governor's statement 
that “ reb ellion and insurrection" ex ­ 
isted was a lib el on the state.
